SECRETARY MELLON TO 


PRESIDENT HIBBEN. 

_ Secretary Mellon of the treasury department was 
eufficiently provoked by the debt revision sugges- 
tions of President Hibben and the Princeton 
professors to write Mr. Hibben a letter. The 
Princeton faculty had indorsed the Columbia fac- 
ulty idea that the debt settlements could not stand 
wWithoat doing moral and ecofiomic injustice to: 
America’s former allies. 

Mr. Mellon gives Mr. Hibben figures to show that 
what the allies get from German reparations will 
allow, them to pay their debts in the amounts to 
which the United States has reduced them, and 
have a fine balance each year from now on or a 
year or two from now. If France pays up this 
year to both the United States and Great Britain 
it will have a balance of $75,000,000 from money 
paid over by Germany. Italy can’t quite pay out 
this year from German money, lacking $2,000,000, 
but in 1929 Itaip, after payments to Great Britain 
and the United States, will have a balance of 
$21,000,000. 

France, if it pays up this year, will pay Great 
Britain more than twice what is paid the United 
States and Italy’ will pay nearly four times to 
Great Britain what it pays to the United States. 
The balance which wiil remain after the debtors 
have paid their debts each year grows with suc- 
ceeding payments. By 1929 aven Great Britain 
will have a credit balance of $70,000;000 from pay- 
ments from debtors. 


SOLDIERS. 
We feel a tinge of anxiety at the attitude ex- 
pressed by our general staff toward new weapons 
in its reply to Maj.

’ We entered the late war without a single weapon 
fit to use on the modern battlefield and we joined 
the alliei outcry against gas, in evidence of our 
backwardness in finding this new and potent 
weapon, 

No criticism of our leaders was due because they 
arrived in France less informed on modern warfare 
than the soldiers who had been learning it on the 
battlefields of Europe. On the other hand, no 
praise can be given to those officers who closed 
their eyes to the lessons of the war and sacrificed 
their troops through ignorant generalship rather 
than accept advice from those whose better expe- 
rience made them competent to give it. 

We regret the generalizations of the staff on 
open as opposed to trench warfare as mere phrases 
used to distract attention from their failure to 
move up abreast of the times. 


It may be that Gen. Swinton or the German 
officer he quotes, Gen. von Zwehl, overcredits the 
tank in the allied success of August, 1918. -The

Scarlet Fever 
Cure Patented 
to Guard Public 


Surplus from Sales Goes 
for Research Work. 


When Dr. George F.. Dick and his 
wife, Dr. Gladys Dick, patented their 
series of processes for the prevention, 
detection, and cure of scarlet fever 
they did it not, as some British medi- 
eal authorities recently charged, for 
private profit, but for public safety. 

This was the keynote of the answer 
to the English criticsim which the Mc- 
Cormick Institute for Infectious 
Disease, in which the Doctors Dick did 
their scientific work, yesterday gave 
out. The Dicks are now in California. 


“It appears,” says the statement 
from the McCormick institute, “ that 
when the Dick discoveries were pub- 


j lished three years ago no effort was

ucts. Soon the market was flooded 
with hastily prepared toxins and se- 
rums sponsored by commercial houses 
unfamiliar with the practical side of 
manufacture. Pesults of physi- 
ns using these products, some of 
hich were very inferior, were of 
urse not uniformly good. 

“To protect the public and the med- 
‘cial profession, and to prevent the in- 
valuable discoveries of these Chicago 
investigators from becoming entirely 
discredited, the scarlet fever committee 
was formed. It consists, in addition to 
the Drs. Dick, of several leading Chi- 
cago citizens and of Dr. Ludvig Hek- 
toen, director of McCormick institute.

“ This committee holds the patent on 
the Dick discoveries, and its function 
is to act as an additional check to the 
government laboratories at Washing- 
ton on the quality of commercial prep- 
arations for use in scarlet fever. Asa 
result of the exacting tests for potency 
and purity carried out under the direc- 
tion of this committee, the ‘standard of 
products of the licensed firms has been 
raised to the poinf where preventive 
and curative treatments are thor- 
oughly reliable.” 
Any,surplus coming to the commit- 
tee from the sale of the products is 
used, the statement declares, for three 
purposes: further research on scarlet 
fever, clinic for diesase prevention at 
the McCormick institute, and the mak- 
ing of immunization against scarlet 
fever available, free, to any institution

The former is es- 
sentially a beneficent body, organized 
and conducted to care for unfortunate 
players. The Equity is the actors’ 
trade-union, is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, and is 
operated along labor-union lines and 
with labor-union methods for the eco- 
nomic betterment of the active player. 
(I have been told that a percentage of 
special revenues of the Equity is 
turned over to the Actors’ Fund; and 
I am not of the belief that the item is 
important in the efforts of the latter 
to remain within its annual budget.) 
So few are the actors in the American 
theater who are not members of the 
Equity that their number is negligible: 
and an officer of the Fund told me last 
year that not thirty per cent of the 
actors registered as members of the 
Equity indulge in even so slight a 
gesture as would be the contribution 
of five dollars a year to their profes- 
sion’s outstanding charitable body. . .. 


All of which is written in the hope 
that some who read it will buy tickets 
for today’s performance. The Actors’ 
Fund needs money wherewith to keep 
on in its mission of good deeds. ... 
Down in New-York, the officers are at 
work in an effort to raise $1,500,000 
for the Fund, and are looking to the 
laity for the bulk of the sum.

PUBLIC INTEREST 
TO DECIDE RADIO 
RULES; BOSS SAYS 


{Chieago Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Assurance that the new radio 
commission will be actuated by a de- 
sire to serve the public interest was 
given by Eugene O. Sykes, its vice 
¢ehairman, in a radio speech tonight 
broadcast by more than 30 stations. 

“The new radio law was the pro- 
@uction of an immense amount of dis- 
cussion, both within congress and 
outside of it,” said Mr. Sykes. “ You 
have heard a great deal about this 
law, and yet perhaps many of you 
have not discovered its most - 
eant feature. This is the provision 
that in the determination of every 
radio question the dominant influence 
is and must be public interest. 

“This doctrine, that broadcasting 
exists only for the purpose of proper- 
ly serving the listening public, is the 
constitutional basis for every action 
the commission may take. You who 
are listening tonight, you and the mil- 
lions of others for whom radio has be- 


come an integral part of normal life, 


are the ones who in the long run must 
determine what is in the public inter- 
est—and may I say here that I count 
myscelf as one of you, for until I wes 
unexpectedly called to serve on this 
commission my only connection with 
radio communication was as a listener, 
doing just what all of you are doing 
new."
